Parmalee Wickes, a lawyer of prominence in

standing, was indicted today by the grand 
jury for attempted blackmail, on his own 


confession of playing a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde game in legal practice. He volunta- 
rily submitted to arrest and was arraigned 
and released by Judge McMahon of the nee: 
eral Sessions on $1,000 ball. 


Wickes acknowledged that he possesses a 
dual personality, the one as the dignified, al- 


most austere, attorney; the other asa writer 
of letters to his own and other lawyers’ cli- 


ents, béoming his own stock and decrying 


that of his rivals before the bar. 

He confessed that he was the author of the 
Lewis Jarvis letters, which for the last six 
years have been recelyed by many persons 


‘who have had business relations of various | 


sorts with him. Some of the episties praised 
the acumen and diligence of Wickes as a 
lawyer, but most of them threatened the 
persons opposed to Wickes in legal proceed- 
ings with disagreeable conséquences unless 
they adopted certain courses of 
advised by “Jarvis.” 

Once in a while the letters were gudreesed 
to Wickes himself, and were shown to law- 
yers and clilents as explaining the propriety 
of certain charges made against them which 
they might have regarded as unreasonable.

PREMIER OF GREECE MURDERED 


to Avenge Suppressed Gamblers—

ATHENS, June 13,~Theodore P. Delyan- 
nis, the popular premier of Greece, was as- 
sassinated by a professional gambler named 
Ghéerakaris at the main entrance of the 
chamber of deputies at 5 p. m. today. The 
premier died within three hours after the at- 
tack. The assassin, who was arrested imme- 
diately, said he killed Delyannis in revenge 
for the stringent measures taken by the 
premier against the gambling houses. all of 
which recently were closed. . 

The news spread quickly, and evi lences of

I came to this country a firm believer in 
public ownership and upon the special in- 
vitation of Mayer Dunne to advise him upon 
the Chicago situation. 

“What I have seen here, and I have 
studied the situation carefully, makes me 


realize that private ownership under prop-. 
-er conditions is far better for citizens 


of American cities. I have so told Mayor 
Dunne. He is disappointed, of course. 
I am not sure that he agrees with me 
at all; nevertheless, my investigation, 
not alone of conditions in Chicago, but in 
every great American city, has borne upon 


me with finality that there is no greater 


menace to your republic than this idea of 
municipal ownership. 


Too Impregnated with Politics, 

* Understand me, I still believe in pub- 
lic ownership of public utilities, but not 
for America. You aré too impregnated 
Your government is politics. 
What is good for Glasgow or another 


municipal condition is not good hére. I | 


came to America thinking I might help. 
I see my duty is to warn you against the 
greatest ideal of my life and what I be- 
lieve is the greatest municipal ideal. But 
there must be a revolution in political con- 
ditions in America before it can fit in here.” 

Mr. Dalrymple came to Philadelphia to 
attend the last day’s session of the execu- 
tive conmmmittee of the American Street Rail- 
road association. In the afternoon he was 
the guest of President Parsons of the Rapid 


Transit company and took a trip over «a 


large part of the Philadelphia street railroad 
system in a private car. Shortly before 
midnight he left for New York to make a 
study of conditions there. 

Speaking of what he believes to be the 
best solution of the public franchise.ques- 
tion in this country, the Scotchman, who 
is president of the corporation, of tramways 
of Glasgow, sald: 


_ Advises Sale of Franchises. . 

“In America I should advise ali cities to sell 
their franchises upon the best possible terms 
and protect the city by drawing up short 
leases. With a short lease the city will al. 
ways be in a position to exercise a correct- 
ive influence upon corporations if public 
rights are absolutely disregarded. Long 
leases are an evil. Short leases should, of 
course, contain renewal clauses, so as to pro- 
tect stockholders in corporations who would 
know that their business would not be inter- 
fered with as long as it was conducted with 
a proper view of giving citizens service to 
which they are entitled. 


Believes in 3 Cent Fares, 


“The American systeni of requiring the 
traction company to be responsible for pav- 


ing is in advance of English requirements. 


‘I. believe that whenever a traction company 


gets in proper financial condition it should 
give 8 cent fares. Once the original cost of 
the system is provided for, 3 cent fares will 
return sufficient revenue to make the stock 
of acompany attractive and at the same time 
give the public great satisfaction.”

Upon Monroe and Hunt Fortifica- 
tions — Hornets Lead and Become 
Objects of “Withering”’ Fire from 
Big Land Batteries and Are Con- 
strauctively Put Out of Action— 
_, Searehlights Play Prominent Part. 


Fort Monroe, Va. June 13.—For the third 
time in the last twenty-four hours the battle- 
ship Texas, flagship; the training ship Hart- 
ford, and the gunboat Hornet were con- 
structively sunk off Fort Monroe tonight 
about 10 o'clock. The third gttack on the 
Chesapeake. fortifications began tonight at 
9:35, and heavy firing was maintained by 
both fleet and forta for almost half an hour. 
Only one mine was exploded. That may have 
been struck by a mere t ship. 

The fleet, stedming toward the fortifica- 
tions, was discovered by the scout boat Reno, 


| A wireless. message was sent into the fart 


and the range finders in a few seconds sent 
word to the batteries that the ships were off 
shore 14,000 yards, about eight miles. The 
guns and mortars of all the fortifications 
were trained on the ships and the range 
lessened from time to time as the ships came 
in closer. / 

7 Texas Opens with Big Guns. 

' Ten miriutes after the vessels were sighted 
the Texas commenced firing with eight inch 
| and ten inch guns. Within a few minutes 
the mortar batteries opened fire on the ships 
at 10,000 yards, and as the vessels came in 
closer the twelve inch disappearing guns 
opened on them. The ships kept up a con- 
tinuous fire, shaking the buildings at Old 
Point. After steaming up the ripraps, the 
Texas set the signal to cease firing and 
"turned about, putting out to sea again. 

The shore searchlights picked up the ves- 
sels when they were fully seven miles off 
shore. The best that has ever been claimed 
for the searchlights is an effective range 
of seven miles on a perfect night for such 
work. Tonight there was a heavy

Hornets Lead in Attack.

They were at once under the fire of the 
forts, The three torpedo boats were fol- 
lowed in close order by four monitors and a 
cruiser. The action began at'1i o'clock and 
lasted for twenty-five minutes, during which 
the battle scene was picturesque. 
The monitors were equipped with search- 
lights, which they used in opposition to 
those of the forts. The torpedo boat de- 
stroyers were dark and they fired spitefully 
at the lower searchlight of Fort Hunt, and 
then, with constant flashes from their sides, 
they ran directly between the two forttfica- 
tions on their way to Washington. 


No Break in Procession.  .

CHILDREN | WILL PAY HONOR 


TO CHICAGO'S FIRST MAYOR. 


Centenary of Birth of William Butler 
Ogden to Be Observed at School 
Named for Him—Sketch of Career. 


The centenary of the birth of William 


Butler Ogden, the first mayor of Chicago, 
will be observed tomorrow at the Ogden 
school, North State and Chestnut streets. 
The afternoon will be given to a program in 


which chiléren will participate and addresses 
will be given, recalling events in the life of 


Mr. Ogden and his connection with the earty 
history of Chicago. 


Mr. Ogden was a conspicuous figure in Chi- 


cago history from 1835, when he came to the 
city, until his death in 1877. The first draw- 
bridge ever built across the Chicago river 


was the result of his work and his initiative. 


He ‘began the movement which resulted in 
the digging of the lilinois and Michigan 
and outlined laws necessary for its eonstruc- 
tion and maintenance. 


The north side was a chaos of confused and 
entangled streets when he first came to 


Chicago and in the course of a few years 
he laid out and opened miles of thorough- 


fares. He did much in developing the water, 
sewage, and park systems. . 

Mr. Ogden was born in Walton, New York. 
He had no college Boscobel, 1. ¥ He died at h's 
country seat, Boscobe Y., 72 years of 


age.

J. Smith Applies for Re- 
admission to the Chicago

REVIEW OF HIS RECORD. 


Members Say He Was Ejected for 
Dishonest and Dishonora- | 
ble Conduct. 


J. Smith, who was expelled from 
‘membership in the board of trade Dec. 2, 
1900, on charges of “ dishonest and dishonor- 
able conduct,” made formal application to 
the board of directors yesterday for a re- 
hearing of the case, as provided by the rules 
of the board. His name was placed on the 
i Diackboard in the exchange hall, where ap- 


Plicants for membership are posted, and his 
hearing will come up before the directors at 
the next regular weekly meeting next Tues- 
Gay. 
Although Smith has many friends on the 
board, it is expected that a good deal of op- 
position to his reinstatement to membersbip 
will develop, both in the directorate and cut- 
side... Friends of Smith say his object in seek- 
ing reinstatement is not to enter the grain 
business again, but to clear himself of the 
charges on nrg he was expelled and tosell 
‘hie membership 
--) At the time of the fight in the legislature 
-Bpringfiel4 last winter over the bill to 
legalize trading in grain futures on the board 
of trade Smith worked tirelessly for the bill, 
‘and, part of the credit for the advancement: 
Of the bill to second reading in the house was 
mecribed to his. efforts. There were rumors 
afloat at the time that the passage of the 
measure would mean Smith's as” 
@ member of the board of trade. 


Expelled by Unanimous Vote. 

Lioya Smith’s expulsion from membership 
was voted unanimously by the directors at 
“he conclusion of a twelve hour session at 
clock in the morning. The charges were 
based on the shipping out of 800,000 bushels 
‘of grain to the .value of $235,000 from the 
Tndiana elevator without the cancellation of 

he warehouse receipts for this grain, as is 
required by the state law governing grain 
‘warehouses. 

This elevator was owned by the Chicago El 
evator company, of which Russell Sage and 
George Gould were stockholders and direc- 
tore, and Mr. Smith was general manager of 
the. business. 

When the directors of the company discov- 
ered the manner in which the business was 
eonducted they removed Mr. Smith from 
control of the elevator. The charges against 
Mr. Smith did not become public property 
until the following May, after he had been 
nominated for sanitary trustee om the repub- 
dican ticket.
